(two birds in a duet) the Vulcan 
entries were awarded- third prize. 

In Class 9, Members’ Young Birds 
(restricted to members of the Ed 
rnonton Society) Mr. Lundgren 
2nd place. Cups were awarded to 
first .place winners, with special 
prizes and rosettes to other win¬ 
ners. 

In the show sponsored by the 
Calgary Roller Canary Club, Mr. 
f Lundgren’s entries again placed 
very well against competition from 
all over Canada. He was awarded 
2nd prize in the Novice Young 
Bird Class and 3rd prize in the 
Novice Old Bird Class, receiving 
n special prize for the win in the 
Young Bird Class. 

As there are a number of bird 
fanciers in the community, Mr. 

Lundgren has provided the Advo¬ 
cate with a description of the way 
roller canaries are trained for 
these shows. 

The term "roller” when applied 
to a canary, has nothing to do 
with the way a bird flies, but is 
descriptive of the way the notes 
"roll forth” in the bird’s song. Rol¬ 
ler Canaries, like opera singers, 
undergo a rigorous training, that 
starts when they are about, three 
mouths old. Until that time the 
young birds enjoy the freedom of 
a large flight cage, where they 
develop muscle and stamina. 

The young males are then put in 
small individual cages, which have 
two doors fitted on the front, for 
a couple of days. The doors are 
left open to allow the songsters-in- 
the-making tp become acquainted 
with their new quarters. 

Each day the doors are closed 
a little, until eventually, the birds 
are in semi-darkness; tiny holes 
provide enough light to make it 
possible for them to find their 
food and water, 

Then comes the School Master 
or Tutor, the best singer the 
breeder owns, who is now placed 
in midfile pesition with eight or 
ten young pupils around him. In 
the morning the doors of the 
tutor's cage are left open for an 
hour while he pours forth his song. 

At -noon and night the process is 
repeated. Meantime the pupils are 
listening in the semi-darkness of 
their cages. After each instruction 
period the doors of the pupils’cages, 
are swung open and tne youngsieu 
are given a chance to show their 
prowess. 

Up to this time they have been 
satisfied with their babyish twit¬ 
tering. but now they do their best 
to imitate the master. It is sur¬ 
prising what a change mere is in 
their song after two weeks. They 
have left their baby song behind 
and their voices are stronger, also 
there is much more variety. Rol¬ 
ler canaries are great mimics, and 
would sing faults as happily as 
they would good rolls and tours. 

Some show more pro.mae than 
others and those outstamBng are 
given a chance to sing along with 
the tutor, ,#r themselves do a little 
tutoring. Others may show faults 
and gfe taken away from the class. 

When the roller canaries are 
judged at the «how, four of them 
are brought infb a quiet room at 
one time, each In a small regulation 
cage with shutter doors. The judge 
listens to two at a time and scores 
the points on a score sheet, on 
which Is the standard of scoring 
adopted by the club; so many 
points being allowed for each of 
the different notes or tours the 
bird is capable of producing. 

The theory, and hope, of the 
owner Is that the canary will 
“burst into song” as soon as the 
cage doors' are opened. Such is 
not always the case, however, as 
some of Ihe birds fall to sing with¬ 
in the time allowed them, which 
is tw-enty minutes. In that case 
they are disqualified and marked 
"no song.” To overcome such a 
possibility the careful trainer will fection 
school his songsters by imitating human

The Government’s import re¬ 
striction plan for the auto indus¬ 
try has begun to take shape ami 
the outline seemed to promise 
some rigid automotive belt tight - 
ening, says The Financial Post. 

For ear-hungry Canadians, par¬ 
ticularly those waiting for higher 
price models, the shape of things 
to come appeared to be anything 
but bright. 

Talks with some top executives 
suggest that its almost certain 
that more expensive makes like 
Cadillacs, Packards, Lincolns and 
Ruicks are going to be almost as 
scarce as Stanley Steamers. 

To a lesser degree, the outlook is 
gloomy for other less expensive 
imported American cars, particu¬ 
larly new makes like *Kaiser-Fraz- 
er. Some lines of small volume 
trucks, are almost certainly to he 
discontinued in the industry’s 
scramble to stretch its quota of 
U.S. dollars to the limit. 

The last resort, The Post is told, 
will be to tamper with production 
of the low-price popular makes 
made in Canada. But if the dollar- 
saving program is as severe as 
some expect it to be, it might come 
to this. 

Even without this, 1948 supply 
is expected to be tighter than at 
any time during the post-war per¬ 
iod to date.

The Dominion Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics has published the results of 
the population census in 1946, with 
comparative figures for 1941.
